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"When  the  hopes  of  future  development 
are  reduced  to  actual  plans,  a  remarkable 
change  occurs  in  the  overall  design  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  and  it  emerges  as 
one  of  the  potentially  beautiful  colleges  in 
America.  That  potential  is,  of  itself,  suf- 
ficient reason  both  to  hope  and  plan  for . . . 
the  realization  of  the  complete  plan." 

The  Complete  Plan  envisioned  by  Plan- 
ning Consultation  Orville  Dahl  back  in 
1955  staggered  the  imagination.  It  called 
for  doubling  the  size  of  the  campus,  doub- 
ling the  number  of  existing  buildings.  It 
would  require  20  years  and  $9,000,000.  A 
high  price  for  beauty  —  alone. 

A  beautiful  campus,  however,  would  be 
the  by-product.  Motivating  the  prepara- 
tion of  The  Plan  were  needs  —  immediate 
and  anticipated  needs,  obvious  needs,  cru- 
cial needs.  In  an  age  of  exploding  popula- 
tion and  modern  teaching  facilities,  these 
needs  had  to  be  met  if  Lenoir  Rhyne  served 
the  next  generation  as  it  had  the  past  three. 

This  is  a  progress  report.  The  Plan, 
now  in  its  eighth  year,  is  already  changing 
the  face  of  the  Hickory  campus.  But  a 
critical  point  has  been  reached.  Phase  I  of 
the  three-phase  plan  is  complete,  thanks 
to  the  help  of  alumni,  Lutherans,  Hickory 
businesses  and  other  friends.  The  more 
ambitious  Phase  II  is  beginning,  and  de- 
pends for  its  success  on  these  loyal  sup- 
porters. Its  success,  and  the  future  of 
The  Plan,  will  be  known  in  several  months.

Even  before  Planning  Consultant  Orville 
Dahl  completed  his  master  plan  for  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college's  expansion  and  develop- 
ment, college  supporters  began  work  on 
Phase  I. 

Total  cost  of  the  phase  was  estimated  at 
$2,300,000,  of  which  $800,000  was  already 
on  hand  in  college  funds.  The  balance  of 
$1,500,000  was  sought  in  a  state-wide  ap- 
peal in  the  early  months  of  1955.  Hundreds 
of  workers  volunteered  to  contact  the  resi- 
dents and  businesses  of  Hickory,  all  the 
Lutheran  congregations  in  North  Carolina 
and  the  alumni  of  the  institution.  When 
the  results  were  announced  in  June  1955, 
more  than  10,000  gifts  had  been  pledged 
and  the  goal  had  been  met. 

Construction  work  began  immediately, 
and  in  1957  the  gymnasium  and  auditorium 
were  opened.  The  following  year  the  men's 
dormitory  was  completed,  followed  by  the 
science  building  in  1959  and  the  music 
building  in  1960.  The  last  major  project,  the 
college  center,  is  now  nearing  completion 
and  should  be  in  use  by  May. 

Other  improvements  were  included  in 
the  initial  phase.  The  college  endowment 
fund  was  increased.  Additional  professors 
were  secured  and  the  administrative  staff 
was  enlarged  through  the  addition  of  a 
business  manager,  dean  of  students,  and 
chaplain.  Two  buildings  underwent  ren- 
ovation:    Fritz  Hall  for  men  was  convert- 
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ed  to  house  women,  and  Yoder  Science 
building  was  changed  into  a  conventional 
classroom  building. 

Phase  I  cost  more  than  planned,  result- 
ing in  expenditures  of  $3,500,000  in  major 
construction  alone.  It  also  took  two  years 
longer  than  anticipated.  But  when  the 
college  center  is  opened  in  the  next  few 
months,  the  phase  will  have  been  success- 
fully completed,  laying  a  firm  groundwork 
for  the  remainder  of  The  Plan. 


P.  E.  MONROE  auditorium,  named  in 
memory  of  the  former  Lenoir  Rhyne  presi- 
dent, was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $625,000. 
Until  the  1,500-seat  facility  was  opened, 
the  college  had  no  building  to  accommo- 
date its  1,000-member  student  body.

Despite  the  converting  of  Fritz  Hall  for 
men  into  a  women's  dormitory  in  1958, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  continues  to  experience  a 
shortage  of  dormitory  space  for  women. 
Over  the  past  three  years  the  woman  appli- 
cant for  dormitory  space  stood  only  one 
chance  in  three  of  gaining  admittance. 

In  view  of  the  urgency  for  relief  and  in 
anticipation  of  Phase  II,  trustees  of  the 
college  authorized  the  construction  of  the 
women's  dormitory,  the  top-priority  pro- 
ject in  Phase  II,  last  summer.  Construction 
began  in  September. 

The  new  dormitory,  shown  under  con- 
struction on  page  3,  will  stand  adjacent  to 
Fritz  Hall  for  women. 

The  building,  to  be  placed  in  use  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  year  in  September, 
will  cost  $515,000  and  will  be  financed 
through  anticipated  receipts  from  the  Phase 
II  campaign. 

The  major  project  of  the  campaign  is  the 
college's  endowment  fund,  one  of  the  re- 
sources a  non-tax-supported  institution  re- 
lies on  to  make  up  the  difference  between 
what  a  student  pays  for  his  education  and 
what  his  education  costs.  As  a  permanent 
what  his  education  costs  (currently  $200 
per  student  per  year).  As  a  permanent 
income -producing  asset,  a  healthy  endow- 
ment safeguards  a  college  from  complete 
dependence  on  annual  gifts  from  individuals 
and  is  judged  so  vital  that  the  college  with 
insufficient  endowment  can  lose  its  accred- 
itation. 

Lenoir  Rhyne's  endowment,  although 
doubled  within  the  last  decade,  stands  at 
$1.5  million  and  ranks  ninth  among  the  13 
small  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  state.

ment  affects,  among  other  things,  the  sal- 
aries paid  professors.  Over  the  past  ten 
years,  faculty  salaries  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
have  been  raised  70  per  cent,  but  the 
average  salary  is  $5,500  for  the  academic 
year  of  nine  months. 

"Not  only  is  this  far  below  the  national 
average",  President  Voigt  R.  Cromer  re- 
cently told  alumni,  "but  it  falls  within  the 
lowest  bracket  for  accredited  colleges  in 
the  Southeast. 

"Almost  any  other  college  could  induce 
members  of  our  faculty  to  leave,  were  it 
not  for  attachment  to  the  institution  and 
other  ties.  (Higher  salaries  are)  a  'must' 
in  fairness  to  our  present  faculty  and  in 
order  to  secure  competent  teachers  when 
making  replacements  and  additions  as  they 
are  needed."

Needed  for  the  endowment  fund  is  an  ad- 
ditional $700,000,  most  of  the  income  from 
which  will  be  applied  to  the  professor  - 
salary  project. 

Four  aacucional  projects  —  involving  the 
library,  administrative  offices,  football  sta- 
dium and  campus  enlargement  —  are  in- 
cluded in  the  phase. 

The  library,  constructed  in  1942  when  the 
student  body  was  half  as  large  as  it  is 
today,  lacks  adequate  study  area  for  stu- 
dents and  professors  and  is  cramped  for 
work  space  for  library  personnel. 

Proposed  expansion  of  the  library  will 
extend  from  the  rear  of  the  present  building 
and  include  a  more  attractively-designed 
rear  wall  as  viewed  from  heavily-traveled

Eighth  Street.  The  addition  will  also  allow 
space  for  shelving  136,000  volumes  as  com- 
pared to  the  present  45,000. 

The  administrative  staff  of  the  college 
is  now  twice  as  large  as  it  was  when 
Rhyne  Administration  building  was  con- 
structed in  1927.  Offices  have  outgrown 
the  original  office  space,  overflowed  into 
two  classrooms  in  the  building,  but  still 
lack  space  for  efficient  routines.  A  pro- 
posal to  convert  all  first-floor  classrooms 
into    offices    was    discarded    when    it    was

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learned  that  the  makeshift  arrangement, 
in  addition  to  forcing  the  erection  of  a 
new  classroom  building,  would  cost  as  much 
as  a  new  building  itself.  Result  of  the 
study  was  to  plan  for  the  construction  of 
a  two -story  adjacent  office  building,  re- 
store all  classroom  areas  to  their  designed 
use  and  convert  the  office  space  in  the 
Rhyne  building  into  needed  faculty  offices. 
The  proposed  building,  to  cost  $250,000, 
will  house  the  alumni,  public  relations, 
registrar,  admissions,  deans,  and  summer 
school  director  offices,  in  addition  to  print- 
ing and  mailing  rooms,  on  the  first  floor. 
Offices  of  the  president,  business  manager, 
and  treasurer  will  be  on  the  second  floor. 

The  need  for  an  expanded  athletic  sta- 
dium, predicted  since  1955,  became  apparent 
during  the  past  football  season  when  Bear 
fans  overflowed  the  bleachers  for  three  of 
the  five  home  games.  The  stadium,  which 
seats  6,500,  is  also  deficient  in  rest  room 
facilities. 

Both  needs  will  be  met  by  improvements 
to  the  athletic  field  costing  $130,000.  Plans 
call  for  the  erection  of  permanent  bleachers 


on  the  visitor's  side  (which  would  become 
the  home  side),  increasing  the  seating 
capacity  to  11,000,  and  adding  other  facili- 
ties. 

Extension  of  the  58 -acre  campus  is  not 
an  immediate  need.  But  experience  has 
proved  that  property  adjacent  to  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  campus  must  be  purchased  when  it 
becomes  available  if  the  college  desires  it 
for  future  needs.  For  this  reason,  the 
trustees  have  designated  that  $150,000  of 
the  anticipated  receipts  be  held  in  reserve 
for  land  purchased  when  needed. 

These  six  projects,  selected  from  among 
the  more  pressing  needs  of  the  college, 
constitute  Phase  II  of  The  Plan.  Their 
estimated  costs  total  $2,000,000,  the  amount 
that  is  sought  through  the  current  appeal 
for  funds  known  as  the  Fund  for  Progress. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  office  building  will 
be  constructed  adjacent  to  Rhyne  Admin- 
istration building  (shown  at  right).  Struc- 
ture will  provide  more  and  larger  offices, 
include  special  storage  areas  for  official 
college  records. 
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To  set  the  stage  for  Phase  II  of  The 
Plan,  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  is  launching 
this  month  a  campaign  for  $2,000,000  to 
finance  expansion  and  development  im- 
provements scheduled  for  the  next  :ave 
years. 

The  campaign,  named  Fund  for  Progress, 
will  seek  gifts  from  all  known  areas  of 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  constituency.  The  three 
main  phases  are  directed  to  members  of 
the  supporting  Lutheran  churches  in  North 
Carolina,  individuals  and  businesses  in  the 
Hickory  area,  and  members  of  the  college 
alumni  association. 

Glenn  Ketner  of  Salisbury  heads  the 
campaign  organization  as  general  campaign 
manager,  and  Joe  A.  Moretz  of  Hickory 
serves  as  treasurer. 

The  directing  committee,  appointed  by  the 
college  trustees,  is  headed  by  O.  Leonard 
Moretz  of  Hickory,  and  includes  the  Rev. 
John  W.  Cobb  of  Raleigh,  Dr.  Frank  K. 
Efird  of  Salisbury,  Wallace  Gee  of  Burling- 
ton, J.  Frank  Lipe  of  Landis,  Carl  F. 
Mauney  of  Kings  Mountain,  Henry  von 
Oesen  of  Wilmington,  Dr.  Malcolm  M.  Pal- 
mer of  Albemarle,  Grover  Ritchie  of  Char- 
lotte, the  Rev.  C.  Marion  Starr  of  Char- 
lotte, and  Herbert  N.  Thomas  of  Winston- 
Salem.

More  than  1,100  other  leaders  are  aid- 
ing in  the  alumni  solicitation  of  the  cam- 
paign. 

Donors  to  the  Fund  for  Progress  may 
make  their  gifts  over  a  three-year  period, 
payable  at  intervals  of  their  choosing.  The 
payment  period  begins  April  1  of  this  year 
unless  the  donor  wishes  to  make  other 
arrangements  with  the  college. 

In  anticipation  of  the  campaign,  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Alumni  Association  last 
fall  cancelled  plans  for  the  annual  alumni- 
supported  Loyalty  Fund  which  is  usually 
conducted  at  this  time.  The  board  recom- 
mended instead  that  alumni  contribute  to 
the  Fund  for  Progress,  directing  that  alumni 
contributions  to  the  campaign  be  recognized 
as  if  the  alumnus  had  given  to  the  Loyalty 
Fund.  The  annual  Fund  Honor  Roll  will 
be  published  in  July  as  usual,  including  the 
names  of  those  alumni  who  contribute  to 
the  campaign. 
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The  completion  of  Phase  II  of  The  Plan 
will  mark  a  milestone  in  Lenoir  Rhyne's 
development  program,  but  the  program 
will  continue. 

Most  of  the  development  projects  out- 
lined by  Dr.  Dahl  in  1955  were  needed  by 
Lenoir  Rhyne  in  1955.  Many  of  the  projects 
were  delayed  into  Phase  II  or  Phase  III, 
not  because  they  were  needed  less,  but  be- 
cause the  cost  of  the  complete  plan  exceeded 
the  immediate  resources  of  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  constituency. 

In  addition  to  the  urgent  needs  of  1955, 
The  Plan  projected  some  anticipated  needs 
which  would  develop  within  the  20-year 
span  as  a  result  of  a  growing  student  body, 
building  depreciations,  and  new  areas  of 
service  required  of  a  Christian  college. 
Some  of  these  needs  were  non-existent  in 
1955,  but  are  becoming  apparent  today. 
Others,  not  apparent  even  today,  can  be- 
come urgent  by  the  time  Phase  III  begins. 

The  precise  objectives  of  Phase  III,  and 
the  timing  and  method  of  financing,  will 
be  determined  when  the  phase  begins. 
But  it  still  appears  likely  (as  it  did  in  1955) 
that  the  projects  will  include  additional 
dormitory  space,  a  classroom  building,  a 
women's  physical  education  building,  nata- 
torium,  and  creative  arts  building.  Park- 
ing areas,  tennis  courts,  and  areas  for  in- 
tramural activities  may  also  be  included  in 
the  phase.
